'Ravers’ look at 
Pits job site for 
'festival camp’

A GROUP wants to turn a disused quar¬ 
ry into a permanent rave site even 
though the land has been earmarked 
for a development which would create 
thousands of jobs. 

Leviticus (formerly Exodus), who 
describe themselves as a ‘Luton-based 
Sound System and Social Movement’, 
announced their plans to turn Sundon 
Quarry into a festival site. 

But Prologis, who own the site, do not 
know of the group and want to turn the 
site next door into a rail freight inter¬ 
change which would create 2,000 jobs. 

The area has been recognised as a Site 
of Special Scientific Interest (SSSI) and 
has full environmental protection. 

It is an offence to enter the land with¬ 
out the permission of the landowner 
and, at present, is dangerous to access. 
The site is one of the most important 
invertebrate sites in the county. 

On Facebook, Glenn Jenkins, of 
Leviticus and Marsh Farm Outreach, has 
stated: ‘We are about to begin a cam¬ 
paign for a community buy-out of an old 
disused chalk pit to convert part of it into 
a permanent festival site. 

‘It will be a tented village where all 
Bedfordshire sounds, bands and other 
artists can drop beats all night long at a 
monthly festival for up to 5,000 people 


without causing any nuisance to anyone 
else.’ 

On Leviticus’ website they claim it 
would be a self-sustainable project and 
would have food outlets, marquees 
which could hold up to 1,000 people, an 
open air arena, an adventure play¬ 
ground, an army-style assault course, a 
tree walk, food growing projects, camp¬ 
ing site and motorcross, BMX and 
go-karting tracks. 

Robin Woodbridge, senior Vice 
President at Prologis, said: “We are not 
aware of this group. 

“It is important to remember that 
Sundon Quarry itself is an SSSI and as 
such has full environmental protection. 

“We are promoting a neighbouring site 
into a rail freight interchange, which 
could bring around 2,000 jobs to the 


area.” Cllr Ken Matthews, executive 
member for sustainable communities, 
strategic planning and economic devel¬ 
opment, said: “The group has 
approached the Central Bedfordshire 
Safety Advisory Group, which includes 
the police, ambulance and fire and 
rescue service for advice (about 
Sundon). 

“Central Bedfordshire Council is not 
aware of any planning application from 
the group relating to the site at Sundon 
Pits. 

“However, all planning applications we 
receive are looked at on their own merits 
and examined against our planning 
criteria.” 

Glenn Jenkins, of Leviticus, was not 
able to get back to Luton on Sunday 
before we went to press.

Council member turns down extra pay 


A ‘SPECIAL’ councillor who has 
been given a £4,500 pay increase 
has said he will not take the extra 
money. 

Cllr Richard Stay (pictured) 
holds an executive post at Central 
Bedfordshire Council and new 
rules entitle him to Special 
Responsibility Allowance (SRA) 
despite not holding any specific 
responsibilities. 

In May, the decision was criti¬ 
cised by opposition councillors 
as Cllr Stay, former deputy leader, 
and ex-leader Tricia Turner were 
allowed to claim the allowance. 

From next May, Cllr Stay will be 
able to get £10,654.72 as remu¬ 


neration. At the moment he is 
entitled to £6,267.48 for his role 
as executive member for external 
affairs. 

The Independent Remuner¬ 
ation Panel (IRP) recommended 
that the post was not eligible for 
more than it is currently, but on 
November 24 the council voted to 
bring it in line with Cllr Turner’s 
allowance. 

Cllr Stay said: “Central Beds 
discussed, in my absence, the 
post that I hold and came to a 
view that the post should be 
allocated an SRA equivalent to 
that of the Executive Member for 
Economic Partnerships. 


“I have decided in the current 
climate not to claim the full 
amount. Therefore, I will only be 
claiming the SRA that has been 
recommended by the IRP.” 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“Full council approved the IRP’s 
recommendations on the 
Members’ Allowance Scheme 
with the exception of the recom¬ 
mendation regarding the SRA for 
two executive members 
(Economic Partnerships and 
External Affairs). 

“They agreed an amendment 
which stated that in the interests 
of parity both of these members 
should be paid on the same rate.” 


Family’s torment over ‘delay’

A FAMILY is still tortured by grief 
more than four years after the mur¬ 
der of their mother because 
nobody has been brought to 
account for her death. 

The daughter of Kathleen 
Bainbridge, who died in August 2007 
after being stabbed at Abacus 
Nursing Home in Princes Street, 
Dunstable, says she and her relatives 
have still not found closure over the 
devastating loss and claim they have 
been ‘mucked about by the justice 
system’. 

A jury at Luton Crown Court in 
2009 found one of the home’s mental 
health patients, Stephen Flatt, to be 
responsible for the acts of killing 58- 
year-old Mrs Bainbridge and of try¬ 
ing to kill her colleague Barbara Hill. 

Flatt had been charged with murder 
and attempted murder but was unfit 
to enter a plea and was detained 
indefinitely under the Criminal 
Procedures Insanity Act 1964. 

In January 2011, watchdog Health 
& Safety Executive (HSE) took the 
decision to prosecute Hertfordshire 
NHS Foundation Trust - which 
placed Flatt in care at the nursing 
home - for allegedly contravening 
health and safety regulations in that 
it failed to ensure the safety of Mrs 
Bainbridge and Ms Hill. A HSE 
spokeswoman said: “We had to wait 


because the Crown Prosecution 
Service (CPS) was looking into 
whether to prosecute as well.” 

The previous month, Central 
Bedfordshire Council brought three 
charges against the owner of the care 
home, Chelvanayagam Menna, of 
Periwinkle Lane, Dunstable, in rela¬ 
tion to allegedly contravening health 
and safety regulations in that he 
failed to ensure the safety of Mrs 
Bainbridge, who lived in North Drift 
Way, Luton, and Ms Hill. 

A Central Beds spokeswoman said: 
“Police proceedings take 
primacy and the council wasn’t able 
to proceed with any health and safe¬ 
ty prosecution until the police 
process had concluded.” 

A CPS spokeswoman said: “We’d 
have looked at the case and made a 
decision based on the evidence we 
had and these cases can be quite 
complex. 

“We received a file for considera¬ 
tion for corporate manslaughter 
charges in December 2009. In

February 2011 we advised there was 
insufficient evidence to prosecute. 
Corporate manslaughter is a com¬ 
plex area of law and such files are 
considered most carefully.” 

Eventually the CPS decided not to 
take the matter further, leaving any 
further prosecutions to Central Beds 
and HSE whose cases are ongoing. 

On Friday at crown court, Mr 
Menna and Herts NHS Trust were 
due to enter pleas but Mrs 
Bainbridge’s daughter, Danielle 
Naylor, of Castlecroft Road, Luton, 
said she was told on Monday the 
hearing had been delayed due to a 
‘clerical error’ as the judge was ‘on 
holiday’, although the court denies 
any error was made and that he 
was simply ‘unavailable’ and is on 
leave. 

That proved to be the last straw for 
the Bainbridge family, who were 
furious in the summer when they 
attended Luton Magistrates’ Court 
for an afternoon hearing relating to 
the case - only to be told it had been 


switched to the morning and had 
taken place already. Mrs Naylor, 31, 
said: “We’ve been mucked about for 
four and a half years. It should be 
over by now. We should have had 
closure, but we haven’t. 

“What happened this week with 
the crown court is another thing 
that has been mucked up and we’ve 
got to wait again. We were told it was 
a ‘clerical error’ as Judge Michael 
Baker QC was on holiday. 

“We can’t bring the grieving 
process to an end until the court 
process is at an end. My family are 
dangling on the end of a piece of 
string.” 

A spokesman for Her Majesty’s 
Courts and Tribunals Service 
(HMCTS) said: “This is a complex 
case listed for eight weeks. 

“The date for the preliminary 
hearing was set in July. The trial is 
listed for April 30, 2012, the earliest 
date that the parties indicated they 
would be ready to proceed. This 
date has not changed. 

“There has not been a clerical 
error in the listing of the prelimi¬ 
nary hearing. He is on leave. 

“When the case was allocated to 
one of the limited number of judges 
qualified and available to hear the 
trial in April, he indicated that he 
was not able to hear the preliminary 
hearing on Friday. 

“An offer to move it to tomorrow 
was made, but one of the parties 
was not available. Dates are now 
being looked at to re-list this 
preliminary hearing.”

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Cop denies looking up 
data on partner’s pal

A POLICEWOMAN is said to have looked 
up confidential information regarding a 
police investigation that concerned her 
boyfriend’s close pal. 

Hannah Quince ( pictured ) used a 
number of computerised search systems 
inside a police station in Luton to try to 
find out what her colleagues had on the 
man, it was claimed. 

The officer, who at the time was with 
Bedfordshire Police, was said to have 
carried out the searches just hours before 
the man, Ben Sturge, was due to be 
arrested and interviewed by officers from 
the guns and gangs unit. 

It is alleged she then passed on the 
information to him through her 
boyfriend, Christopher Shri. 

At St Albans Crown Court on 
Wednesday, Miss Quince, 29, from 
Bedford, Mr Shri, 30, and Mr Sturge, 30, 
went on trial - all pleading not guilty to 
conspiracy to commit an act of miscon¬ 
duct in a public office. 

Miss Quince, who the jury heard has 
now resigned from Bedfordshire Police, 
pleads not guilty to misconduct in a 
judicial or public office and her two male 
co-defendants, who also live in Bedford, 
deny aiding and abetting misconduct in 
a public office. 

The jury heard how in November of last 
year Bedfordshire Police’s guns and 
gangs unit were seeking to arrest Mr 
Sturge for an alleged offence of conspira¬ 
cy to possess a firearm. 

The prosecutor, Miss Beverley Cripps, 
said: “In short, the conspiracy alleged is 
that Hannah Quince abused her position 
as a police officer to interrogate and look 
up police intelligence systems on behalf 
of Ben Sturge.” 

She said the request to do it had come 
from Mr Shri who passed the informa¬ 
tion to his friend. 

On the morning of November 24 last 
year, the police from the guns and gangs 
unit went to arrest Mr Sturge at his home 
in The Risings in Bedford. 



He was not there but enquiries led 
police to his friend Mr Shri at his home in 
Little Headlands, Bedford, who was 
asked to provide a contact number for 
Mr Sturge. 

The prosecution said he gave the 
officers one mobile number but not a 
second that he was to subsequently use 
to speak to his friend. 

The visit by the police to Mr Shri’s home 
was ‘the start of a sequence of events that 
led to Hannah Quince making illicit 
enquiries.’ 

Soon after the police had left Mr Shri’s 
home, mobile phone records showed he 
was calling at her home. 

The prosecution read out a text 
message the officer had sent her 
boyfriend early that morning which read 


‘Ben knows exactly what he has done. 
You need to stop hanging with him’. 

Mr Shri had asked her what the position 
was with Bedfordshire Police and his 
friend. 

The court heard that eventually police 
officers managed to speak on the phone 
to someone who said he was Ben Sturge 
and it was arranged he would hand 
himself in at 11am on November 26 last 
year when he would be formally arrested 
and interviewed. 

Prosecutor Miss Cripps said: “Ben 
Sturge was on notice, he was to be ques¬ 
tioned and would have very good 
reasons to want to know what the police 
had on him.” 

On November 25 last year it is alleged 
that Miss Quince went to work and used 
a number of police systems to find out 
what information her colleagues in the 
guns and gangs unit had on Mr Sturge. 

The crown said she went to work 
because time was pressing and he was 
going to be interviewed the next day, said 
Miss Cripps. 

During the day phone records showed 
Miss Quince had sent her boyfriend a 
text message which read ‘Hopefully be 
able to update you about 6pm’. 

The jury were told that one search 
system she didn’t use was the Police 
National Computer because she knew it 
was “heavily audited” and her enquiries 
might be spotted. 

Miss Cripps said the officer also used 
the name of a colleague from the guns 
and gangs unit to trawl for information. 

The court heard at one point Miss 
Quince was searching through a comput¬ 
erised search system dealing especially 
with forensic matters when she came 
across what she thought was an impor¬ 
tant piece of information regarding Mr 
Sturge. 

Miss Cripps said: “It showed her some 
forensic link between Mr Sturge and the 
guns and gangs unit. 

“Phone records records again showed 
the officer had broken off to call her 
boyfriend.” 

The case is proceeding. 


IT worker stole £15k of computer equipment from Barnfield 


AN IT worker who stole around £15,000 
worth of computer equipment from a 
college has walked free from court. 

Gordon Rydqvist, 52, took the items 
while employed at Barnfield College 
between 2002 and 2011. 


Rydqvist, of Alexander Road, Irthlingborough, 
Northants, had pleaded not guilty to 
theft but was found guilty after a trial. 

He was given a conditional discharge at 
Bedford Magistrates’ Court. 

Rydqvist is no longer employed by the 


college which said the IT support techn¬ 
ician ‘stopped working here some time 
ago’ but refused to say whether he 
resigned or was sacked as that inform¬ 
ation is ‘confidential’, although it also 
refused to say why this was the case.

PC Goodway then 
administered oxygen and they 
both prepared the man for the 
defibrillator.”

Closed care homes are to be sold by council 


TWO care homes closed by the 
council have been put on the 
market. 

Luton on Sunday broke the 
story last year that The Mount, in 
Tennyson Road, Luton, was to be 
closed by the authority in a bid to 
save £600,000. 

This week, both dementia care 
homes The Mount and Sherd 
Lodge in Sherd Close, closed in 
2010, were put up for sale by 


Kirby & Diamond. Leader of the 
Liberal Democrats, Cllr David 
Franks, said: “When the council 
was run by the Lib Dems, up until 
2007, we closed two old people’s 
homes. But, we didn’t close them 
while they had permanent 
residents. 

“When they were closed they 
were both demolished and 
replaced by extra care shelter 
schemes. 


“It is a pity they are not using 
these sites for them.” 

A council spokesman said: “On 
September 12 the Executive 
approved the sale of the buildings 
on the condition that the sites 
would be used for housing or 
nursing home developments. 

“The proceeds from the sales 
will be used to meet capital 
receipts targets for funding the 
council's Capital Programme.”

A FORMER waitress has staged a 
solo protest outside the carvery 
where she worked over its poor 
standards of hygiene. 

Pat Devaney was employed at 
The Old Moat House in Moat 
Lane, Luton, for four weeks 
before leaving ‘to make a stand’ 
last week. 

The 48-year-old ( pictured) has 
stood outside the Crown Carvery 
chain pub since Monday and said 
she has no intention of going 
until the standards are raised. 

After inspecting the premises 
this week, Luton Borough 
Council confirmed that cleaning 
at the pub was ‘poor’ and inspec¬ 
tors will be making more visits to 
make sure it is improved. 

Mrs Devaney, of Stopsley, said: 



“I am making a stand on health 
reasons. I have worked within the 
cleaning industry for 20 years so I 
know what I am talking about. 

“The same mop was being used 
to clean the toilets as it was the 
kitchen. 

“Only one person is employed 
to do the whole place.” 

A Town Hall spokeswoman said: 
“Standards of cleaning and pest 
proofing were poor but there was 


no evidence of rodents in the 
food preparation or cooking 
areas. 

“The business was taking advice 
from a pest control company. 

“Council officers visited the 
premises again on Wednesday 
and noted that standards of 
cleaning were improving and 
several potential pest entry 
points had been successfully 
blocked. 

“The business was allowed to 
continue trading as officers did 
not consider there to be an immi¬ 
nent risk to public health.” 

A spokesman for Crown 
Carveries said: “We will ensure 
the Environmental Health Officer 
is satisfied with the steps we have 
taken and would like to reassure 
our customers that the pub will 
continue to operate to the high 
standards they expect from us.”

A N advertising gum once 
famously said: ‘Ours is the 
only industry that, when a 
product is failing, we make it 
worse’. 

I feel that could be the motto 
for Britain at the moment. 

Let’s start with the public 
sector strike.

can. Once we built to last not 
just in terms of engineering but 
socially and politically as well. 

Now we have become a 
Del-Boy society, getting away 
with what we can and hoping 
something will turn up. 

Next year we’ll all be million¬ 
aires. In the meantime duck 
and dive and, for many of the 
poorer people in this country, 
live on the edge of society. 

We have stopped investing 
and, having already sold off 
most of the silver, can only keep 
cutting away at standards, 
living and otherwise. 

We seem to have no pride in 
doing things properly but a 
slap-dash approach tinged with 
envy. 

It was even lauded that we 
should become a service and 
finance economy. 

Low pay on the one hand and 
fantastic bonuses earned by 
reckless financial gambling on 
the other. 

Successful countries, such as 
Germany, take a different atti¬ 
tude and invest in education, 
workers, industry and infra¬ 
structure. 

Emerging countries, such as 
India, Brazil and Turkey, are all 


about self-improvement and 
pride in their country. 

Other adjectives of a similar 
vein that might describe them 
are self-esteem, self-respect and 
self-sacrifice. 

For this country it is more self- 
important, self-satisfied and 
self-serving. 

We do not want to learn, 
because obviously we have 
nothing to learn, and these 
emerging countries will pass us 
in the next 50 years, as we 
slowly slip into gentle decline.

WE recently reported that Bedfordshire Police seized 
40,000 cannabis plants across the county last year. 
SOPHIE SCOTT spoke to Detective Superintendent 
Paul Coombes about the force’s drugs initiatives 


WITH almost 29 years service 
with Bedfordshire Police, 
Detective Superintendent Paul 
Coombes appears to have seen it 
all. 

Just this week, officers raided a 
property in Haynes and discov¬ 
ered hundreds of cannabis 
plants. 

While last week, a man called 
Jian Lui was sent to prison for 
cultivating the class B drug in 
flats in Bedford. 

He claimed he thought he was 
looking after chrysanthemums. 

The challenge though for the 
police is gathering the informa¬ 
tion that can bring down the 
suppliers. 

Class A drugs, like heroin, crack 
cocaine and cocaine, are the 
main focus of investigations. 

Det Supt Coombes explained: 
“These are our main concern. As, 
unfortunately, there are hierarchy 
battles between different 
groups, where they will rob 
others or use violence. It is this 
supremacy battle that causes 
us an issue and the harm that 
it can cause innocent 
bystanders. 

“Violence across the county 
tends to be drugs related 
quite often. There is a 
link between the 
supply and 
access to 
fire arms. 

As a force 
we con¬ 
centrate 
on those 


types of suppliers. We are also 
finding that because the sen¬ 
tences for Class A drugs are a lot 
harder, many dealers are using 
Class B drugs as a quick and easy 
substitute financial benefit. 

“There is a move back towards 
suppliers using warehouses to 
grow cannabis. 

“It used to always be warehous¬ 
es, then when we cracked down 
on that it went to residential 
houses but it is now going back to 
warehouses. 

“Growing cannabis is becoming 
organised.” 

The police use dif¬ 
ferent methods to 
catch the people at 
the top of the 
chain. From 

undercover work 
where officers will 
try to buy drugs, to 
surveillance, but 
sometimes it is just 
information from 
residents who have 
noticed certain 
things happen¬ 
ing and 
reported 
that to the 
police. 

As an 


example, he explains how years 
ago there was a big problem with 
dealing in the three blocks of 
high-rise flats in Marsh Farm, 
Luton. 

“Users would come to a phone 
box beneath the flats and they 
would then be told where to go to 
pick up the drugs. 

“In the end we did get there and 
created a place that was hostile to 
actually deal drugs. When there 
are more people who are aware of 
drugs being sold then there is 
more chance that the dealers will 
be caught. 

“In Marsh Farm after we 
stopped this happening there 
was a drop in crime of 33 per 
cent. 

“You see, if people are that 
desperate for drugs they will steal 
whatever they can so they can get 
drugs - be that £100 worth of 
electronics for £20 worth of 
drugs. 

“Often you will find that they 
just hand over the property, 
rather than money, for the drugs.” 

Similarly, a police officer in the 
90s noticed that people wanting 
to buy drugs would always go to 
the same phone box in Midland 
Road, Bedford, to contact the 
dealers. He got the phone box

removed. Det Supt Coombes said: 
“What you find in a lot of these 
cases is that the suppliers are 
often very clever people. If they 
put their brains to some good 
then they could actually be 
good.” 

One of the main things Beds 
Police focus on is taking the 
proceeds of crime. Last year they 
secured £1 million. 

This then dismantles the organ¬ 


isation, so that when the offend¬ 
ers are released from prison they 
cannot just walk back into their 
old lifestyle. This money can then 
be used in the community. 

But, it is not just the suppliers 
that the police focus on. There is, 
of course, the drug users. 

“The best way to keep people off 
drugs is education. But it is a 
complex area. Users will often 
commit crime to fund their habit 


and will find themselves in court 
for shoplifting. We hope to work 
to break this cycle. The courts 
have been quite good at giving 
addicts the chance to work with 
our partners to help work 
through their addiction. 

“But at the same time, if that 
person who has been given that 
chance then chooses to go back 
to crime then the courts will deal 
with them more harshly.”

L&D ‘sex assaults’ 
an issue for group

A PENSIONERS’ campaign 
group has called for regulation 
of healthcare assistants (HCAs) 
in the wake of a hospital worker 
accused of sexually assaulting 
patients. 

Investigations will be held into 
the case surrounding Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital HCA Ameet 
Mohabeer, 28, who was due to 
stand trial for 13 counts of sexual 
assault and four counts of 
causing or inciting a person with 
a mental disorder or learning 
disability to engage in sexual 
activity. 

Mr Mohabeer pleaded not 
guilty to all the charges except 



one of sexual assault, to which he 
entered no plea, but days later 
was found dead at his home in 
Butely Road, Luton, meaning no 
trial will now take place. 


Roger Turner, General Secretary 
of The National Federation of 
Occupational Pensioners which 
campaigns to improve the lives of 
older people, said: “Regulation of 
HCAs may not have stopped the 
alleged sexual assaults. 

“However this case does throw 
up issues of how hospitals are 
managed and what processes are 
in place to prevent this sort of 
horrific incident taking place. 

“How were the alleged attacks 
allowed to take place and who 
was responsible for patient safety 
on the ward? 

“If the ward staff were unaware, 
then what does this say about 
communications with patients in 
their care?” 

The L&D declined to comment.

LUTON Town’s FA Cup run came 
to an end in a six-goal thriller - 
despite a brace from Aaron 
O’Connor.

GARY Brabin is in no doubt 
Luton Town are still capable of 
winning promotion back to the 
Football League this season and 
is determined to bring the glory 
days back to Kenilworth Road.

Robins no better than us 
says Brabin after cup exit

HATTERS’ boss Gary Brabin declared 
“there’s no difference whatsoever” 
between his side and football league 
outfit Cheltenham following Luton’s 
FA Cup defeat. 

The Hatters matched their league 
opponents stride for stride but came 
out second best in front of goal. 

Afterwards, Brabin said his job now 
was to inspire his Luton side to reach 
the heights set by Mark Yates’ League 
Two team. 

The Hatters chief was talking after 
Luton more than matched the Robins 
in a 4-2 reverse that saw them given a 
standing ovation by the home sup¬ 
porters. 

He said: “The conference has never 
had enough respect - it’s a real tough 
league. We don’t have a divine right to 
get out of it but I don’t think there’s 
any difference whatsoever between us 
and Cheltenham. 

“If you look at the size of the club, all 
the foundations are right - we’ve just 
got to achieve our goal and get out this 
league this season and I have no 
doubt it will get easier from here on in. 


“I think being up there with a side 
like Cheltenham will be a lot easier 
than getting out of this division. That’s 
the hardest part and I know this club 
will get stronger and stronger.” 

Reflecting on the defeat, Brabin 
added: “We went a goal down and 
after 10 minutes I thought we really 
got a grip of it. I felt there was only one 
team in it and when we equalised I 
genuinely thought we were going to go 
on and win the game. 

“Four or five minutes before half¬ 
time we took our foot off the gas and 
they’ve again took the lead. We con¬ 
ceded early on and right on half-time 
- those are two criminal times to con¬ 
cede goals. 

“We were camped in their half at 
times, played some good football, cre¬ 
ated some good chances then fell for 
the sucker punch. 

“I spoke to a lot of managers in 
League Two and they (Cheltenham) 
are the form side and they’re on a crest 
of a wave. 

“They’re winning matches and when 
you have that belief - and you could 
clearly see that - even though they 
were under the cosh, you always felt 
like they were going to get a goal.”
